The whole of the gulf of 
California abounds in pearls, and 
the conc control the entire 
territory. Until within the last few 
years native divers were employed, 
and the depth to whieh they could 
descend dat not exceed 85 feet. With 
theintrodaction of diving apparatus 
the linit of depth was increased to 
80 fathoms The best divers could 
formerly renin under water not to 
exceed two minutes A modern 
diver thinks nothing of a two hour

At a quarter past o'clock 
Tuesday morning the House adopted 
the conterence report on the tariff and | 
subsequently passed the original bill by 
67 majority. 

The bone of contention had been the 
sugar schedule, on which finally the 
Senate backed down and the House 
carried the day, owing mainly, it is 
said, to Chairman Reed's determina- 
tion to beat the sugar trust. 

Wall street and the sugar trust made 
violent efforts to stampede the House 
before the final vote, but were nnable 
to succeed. ‘To Speaker Reed is due 
the gratitude of the whole country, the 
trusts excepted, for his successful work 
in behalf of the people in respect to 
the sugar tariff. 

The duty of 15 percent on hides was 
retained, which of course is not much 
relished by the tanners of Woburn, 
Peabody and Salem. Our Representa- 
tive, Hon. W.S. Knox, was instant in 
season and out of season to get the 
duty off, but was unable to effect” his 
purpose. 

Congressman Dingley, Whose name 
the new tariff bears, is confident that 
the passage of the bill will quicken all 
the industries of the country and fetch 
good times in its train.

LINCOLN’S FIRST LOVE. 


How Susan Reid Refnsed a Chance to Be 
the Wife of a President, 

The woman who was Abraham Lin- 
coln’e first love and refused to marry 
him has been long a resident of Calia- 
toga, Oal. Now sho is Mrs. Susan 
Boyooe, but when she was Linooln's 
eweotheart she was Miss Susan Reid of 
New Salem, on the Sangamon river, in 
I}linoia, 

''My father was one of Lincoln's best 
friends,’’ she said in speaking of her 
acquaintance with President Linooln. 
“He was Lowis ©. Reid, and it was he 
who took Lincoln to Springfield and in- 
troduced him to William KE, Seward, 
from whom he borrowed the first law- 
books he ever read. Mr. Lincoln and 
my father belonged to the samo politi- 
cal party, and they used to talk politios 
by the hour. I first met him in 1886 at 
the house of a neighbor named Able, 
There was quite a party of young peo- 
ple there, and I remember that he seem- 
od very bashful. He soon began to pay 
me a good deal of attention, which 
pleased my father more than it did me, 
for my father liked him very much and 
had great faith in him, Mr. Lincoln of- 
ten took me out horseback riding and 
to singing school and church. He was 
& spiritualist, and he believed in 
dreams. ite often told me his dreams 
were prophetic, He also talked of the 
stars a great deal, and I remember I 
thought him a queer kind of fellow. 
Still he was very -ntertaining, and he 
studied hard all the time. 

‘He was not as ardent a lover as I've 
seen since, but he kept his case going 
pretty lively and pressed me hard for an 
answer. He told me I was the first wo- 
man he ever loved, and that he was 
sure he could never love any one else as 
he did me, and I relieve he meant what 
he said. Idid not want to marry him 
becanse I didn't love him, and so I in- 
vented a story about being engaged to 
a young man back in Kentucky, where 
we had come from, That cooled his ar- 
dor for a little while, but he soon began 
coming to see me again, and finally he 
told my father that he would call ona 
certain day for my final answer. When 
the day came, I made it a point to be 
away from home, and Lincoln didn’t 
get over the way I treated him. My 
father lectured me about it and told r 
I had made a dunce of myself, but m, 
mother took my part and said that if I 
did not love him I ought not to marry 
him. 

‘While Lincoln was courting me we 
were one night at a little party where 
the young folks were trying their for- 
tunes with a Bible and a door key. Mr, 
Lincolu was always very much inter- 
ested in such things, and at once he 
wanted to know all about the game, It 
was explained to him that tho key 
would be placed on a verse in the open 
questions were asked 
the key was supposed to turn by super- 
natural power. Lincoln asked, ‘Will 
Susie marry a man whose name begins 
with L?’ and the key did not move. Then 
he asked, ‘Will she marry a man whose 
name begins with B?’ and the key 
whirled. A young man named Lrooks 
was then paying me some attention 
whenever Lincoln gave any opportunity, 
and he was the one referred to, for I 
did not then dream of Mr. Boyce, whom 
I afterward marrjed. 

“T never heard Mr. Lincoln make a 
speech, and I never saw him after 1887, 
My father scolded me so much for refus- 
ing his offer that I married rather sooner 
than I might otherwise have done in 
order to escape being lectured. My hus- 
bas was a friend of Lincoln's, and they

SEA GULLS IN UTAH, 


Why They Are Loved, and No Law Is 


Needed to Protect Them. 

“More than 45 years ago,’ said 
Eldred Hitchcock of Salt Lake City, 
“the legislature of Utah territory 
passed a law making it an offense, 
punishable by heavy fine, to kill a 
fea gull, Whether or not that law 
has been re-enacted by the state leg- 
islature I don’t know, but it makes 
no difference whether it has or not, 
for there ig nothing that flies or 
walks or swims that the farmers of 
Utah have more affection for than 
they have for the sea gull. 

“Tn 1848, the second year after the 
Mormon pioneers had settled out 
there, when the crops were young 
and green and promising for an 
abundant harvest, which the set- 
tlers very much needed, suddenly 
there came a most extraordinary 
visitation of crickets, black, vora. 
cious and overwhelming. They came 
hopping down from the mountain 
sides upon the fields in the Salt Lake 
and adjacent valleys and covered 
the growiryg grain, leaving barren- 
ness and desolation in their wake. 
The hopes of the pioneers turned to 
despair as they saw their crops dis- 
appearing day by day before this 
devouring plague, andthey were loud 
in lamentation because they regard- 
edit as a curse sent upon them for 
some shortcoming. No human effort 
was capable of successfully combat- 
ing the hordes of sable insects as 
they advanced over the land, and 
the heartsick farmer could do noth- 
ing but stand idly by, a despairing 
Witnss to the destruction of his sea 
son's labor. 

“But another extraordinary man 
ifestation was in store for the Utah 
pioneers. One day thesky suddenly 
became dark with endless flocks of 
birds that came from the direction 
of the coast. They dropped down in 
thousands upon the cricket scourged 
fields. Then it was discovered that 
they were gulls of the kind that at 
intervals were wont to visit Salt 
Lake in small and scattering groups. 
The gulls at once set to work at de- 
vouring the crickets. From morning 
until night they gorged themselves 
unceasingly with the ravaging pests, 
Day after day this singular pursuit 
and destruction of the invading in- 
sects continued until the plague had 
disappeared before it, and the gulls 
rose and winged their way west: 
ward toward the Pacific, Then there 
were days of thanksgiving and 
praise, for the crops were saved and 
ruin was warded from young Utah, 
It was soon after this that the legis 
lature passed the law protecting sea 
gulls as some little recognition of 
their service during that memorable 


| visitation of crickets, which was the 


first and last of the kind in the his- 
tory of that region. 

“Every season since then gulls in 
more than usual numbers visit the 
farming districts about Salt Lake, 
but never in any force approaching 
that great raid of rescue in 1848, 
Some thousands of them 
may be seen in the fields. They fol 
low the plowman along the furrow 
familiarly and fearlessly. Wherever 
there is a newly plowed field there 
the gulls may be seen devouring the 
grubs of harmful insects the turned 
up furrow to sight. The 
birds seem to know that the farmer 
is their friend, for they hover about 
and around him, and eyen permit 
themselves to be captured without 
much protest. Ther never eat grain

KEYSTONES. 


Bome Corious Survivals That Are Found 
In London Architecture, 


Keystunes and keystone masks 
are only to be found inclassie, neo- 
l classic and renaissance architecture, 
by reason of the Gothic styles not 
using the rounded arch, The pointed 
windows and doorways ranging 
from early English to late Elizabeth- 
en have no prominent keystones, 

Perhaps the best known and alto 
gether most notable keystone masks 
are those that decorate the center 
arch of Henley bridge, The present 
bridge of five arches that crosses 
the Thames at Henley was built in 
1786, The mask facing up river is a 
head of Isis; that facing down 
stream represents the conventional 
idea of Father Thames, and they are 
really admirable examples of the 
sculptor’s art, They were the work 
of that very accomplished lady, the 
Hon. Mrs. Dawson-Damer, who at 
that time resided at Park Place, 
| Henley. She was cousin to Horace 
| Walpole, for whom she carved an 
jeaglo so exquinitely that he wrote 
under it—this enthusiastic cousin, 
“Non Praxiteles sed Anna Damer 
me fecit.’’? So, you see, Praxiteles 
jean never filech the eredit of that 
piece of sculpture from this lady 
lartist of the eighteenth century. 
)}But the Hon. Mrs. Dawson-Damer 
) was, after all, only an amiable ama- 

teur, She gave her work to the 
| bridge authorities—a most repre- 
/hensible vagary—yet the recipients 
were grateful, as witness the 
“Bridge Minutes.”’ True, they only 
acknowledge one mask: ‘May 6, 
} 1785. Ordered that the thanks of the 
commissioners be given to the Hon, 
| Mrs. Damer for the very eleg nt 
head of the River Thames which 
she has cut and presented to them 
for the keystone of the center arch 
| of the bridge.” 

There ure several good examples 

of sculptured keystones in London. 


| There is an elaborate design, for in- | 


stance, over the western doorway 
of St. Bride’s, Fleet street, contem- 
porary with Wren—possibly, his 
work, It exhibits that widespread 
‘convention of the winged cherub, 
| podgy and smiling, whom you may 
find gracing all the city churches in 
different positions of usefulness, 
now us a keystone, now a corbel, 
and again, most appropriately used 
as a decoration for fonts. The Guild- 
hall museum—that olla podrida of 
London antiquities, from Romano- 


British old boots and potsherds to | 


massive Jacobean carved fireplaces 
—has two keystones in its crepuscu- 
lar crypt. One came from an old 
house in Paternoster row, now de- 
molished. It was the keystone of a 
window. Another, from the door 
way of a house in Spital square, is 
an example of that very debased 
art, the domesticated keystone 
mask, so to speak. There was at the 
end of last century and at the be- 
ginning of this quite a classic rage. 
Buildings fondly believed to be of 
classic design sprang up every- 
where,and traces of that fallacy are 
to be seen ut this day, even in the 
undistinguished streets of what 
were at that time the suburbs of 
London, Parts of the Marylebone 
road, the Clapham road, the Old 
Kent road, and many streets of Ken- 
sington and Brixton, show this de- 
based classicism, and many of these 
houses bear keystone masks over 
their arched doorways, For the most 
part, however, they are not seculp- 
tured. They are of perhaps half a 
dozen different patterns, and they 
are nearly all cast in plaster from a 
mold; also, the would be classicism 
of them is generally very dreadful 
to look upon. 

A keystone that no longer fulfills 
its office of completing an arch is to 
be seen in the shape of a grotesque 
head built into the wall of a house 
in King’s Cross road above a singu- 
lar tablet bearing the inscription,

in where ofttimes lawyers fear to 
tread on their own account.—Bst.

A FOSSIL SEA SERPENT. 


Remains of an Ancient Saurian Found In 
Colorado, 

The University of Denver has a very 
interesting: fossil, It is an ancient rep- 
tile. The parts preserved are in an al- 
most complete vertebral column, about 


16 feet Jong and containing 90 verte- 
brie, portions of the head and a few of 
the arm bones, Several teeth are in al- 


most perfect condition, Nearly all the 
ones are well petrified, but some retain 
a half bony structure, Professor Lee of 
the university thus writes about it: 

“The specimen isa gift to the uni- 
versity from John Keegan of Flagler, 
The manner in whieh it was found is 
interesting. One day a Mexican herds 
man rode into Plagicr aid reported that 
his horse stumbled and fell over a long 
string of bones. The man picked up one 
of the bones and was surprised to find 
it heavy as stone, He carried a piece to 
the town, and Mr, Keegan saw that the 
bones might be of seientifice interest, 
He drove to the place and 
12 feet of the vertebral column lying on 
the ground, as it had lain through count 
less thousands of years. There it 
been left when the reck decayed from 
around it, About four feet of the tail 
was still imbedded in the solid 
This was carefully dug out and 
whole skeleton preserved by Mr. Kee- 
gan, Who sent it to the university, 
where his son became interested in the 
study of geology. 

‘Mr, Keegan reports that while the 
specimen was in his possession it was 
examined by several geologists. From

JOHN BROWN STATUE FAKE, 


Its Destruction by a Meteor Still Belloved 
by Many. 


One of the most famous pieces of 
fake news that ever went the rounds 
of the American press was in regard 
to amysterious happening at the 
monument to the antislavery leader 
which stands at Osawatomie, Three 
or four years ago a story appeared 
in the dispatches telling how a me- 
teor had fallen one clear night and 
had struck the monument directly 
in the center, and had not only de. 
molished the structure, but had 
buried itself in the eoil and was the 
wonder of the community. 

It was represented as one of the 
greatest stones that had ever fallen, 
and there was onthe part of the 
superstitions a feeling that it had 
come as a judgment on the life of 
the man to whom the stone stood, 
in some manner reflecting on his life 
work. But it was most interesting 
to the scientists, vo, from the very 
full description of the stone, realized 
that it was of great value to thestu- 
dents of geology. Several eastern 
colleges wrote to the town for fuller 
particulars and made bids for the 
meteor, One of the largest New 
York colleges was not content with 
that, but sent two of its professors 
on a hurried trip across the conti- 
nent to bring the stone home atany 
cost. 

The people of Osawatomie were 
astonished when strangers began to 
appear and ask for the stone. In 4 
few days the place was filled and the 
little hotel was making money by 
the wholesale. As the visitors went 
out to the monument they were all 
surprised to find it in perfect condi- 
tion and not a trace of any celestial 
visitor visible. Furthermore, no me- 
teor had ever been seen there, and 
none had fallen in the memory of 
the oldest inhabitant. The whole 
thing was a fake. 

Investigation failed for many 
months to find the source of the 
story. The papers that started it 
were satisfied that they had received 
it from whut they considered good 
sources and would not reveal what 
the sources were, Finally there came 
a confession, which, however, was 
never known outside a narrow cir- 
cle. The originator was the engi- 
neer on a branch road running 
through the vicinity of Osawatomie. 
He was a studious young man and 
took a deep interest in astronomy 
He watched the heavens closely ca 
his night runs and one evening was 
speculating on what might happen 
if a large meteor should fall and de- 
molish some of the buildings or the 
monument, which is the landmark 
for the vicinity. From that the step 
was easy to tell a newspaper friend 
that it had occurred, and the work 
was done, 

Many of the admirers of the Kan- 
sas hero still think his monument is 


amass of ruins. Hundreds of let 
ters and scores of visitors visit Osa 
watomie concerning it, yet it never 
had the least foundation except in 
the imagination of a railroad man.— 
Chicago Times Herald. 
A Peculiar Ohio Community. 

“There is a community at Amish, 
Holmes County, O., that meets Bob 
Ingersoll’s idea of Atlantis,’’ said 
an Ohioan. “There are no churches 
and no ministers in the community, 
which consists of 15,000 or 20,000 
souls, residing on 160 acre farms. 
| Every member of the settlement is 
a producer. Religious meetings are 
held, but they are at the homes of 
various members, not in regularly 
established meeting places. Draft 
horses, the best in the country, 
come trom Amish. The customs of 
the people are primitive in their 
simplicity. Noone ever thinks of 
knocking at a neighbor's door; they 
just walk in, Travelers who come 
through the community are taken 
in and entertained, in literal inter 
pretation of the Scriptural injune 
tion, and no one is permitted to re- 
ceive pay for the entertainment. 
The most curious of the customs of 
this peculiar people is that relating 
to its women. Married women weur 
black caps, those who ure engaged 
go to church in brown headgear, 
while the young girls proclaim the 
fact that their affections are disen- 
gaged by dainty white bonnets. 
There is considerable sense at the 
bottom of this quaint custom, and 
the social jealousies and heart burn 
ings of other towns are said to be 
practically unknown in Amish.”’

It appears that after some five 
years’ search the metallurgical de 
partment of the Shefiield Technica) 
school has solved a peculiar prob 
lem to students—namely, why a 
piece of redhot tool steel becomes 
flint hard when suddenly quenched 
in water. The result of the re 
searches in question showed, almosi 
beyond a doubt, that the well nig} 
diamond hardness of quenched stee! 
is due to the presence of a remark 
able subearbide of iron, and 
the action of tempering is due t 
the tact that far below red heat this 
compound decomposes and dilutes 
the muss soft iron—the per. 
manent magnetism of steel depend 
ing on the amount present of this 
compound It was formerly sup 
posed to be a satisfactory explana 
tion of this phenomenon that the 
shock drove the molecules of the 
steel into closer contact, and hence 
the hardness—a theory invalidated 
by the fact that, as disclosed, the 
volume of the hardened steel was 
greater than that of the unhardened 
material.

Your correspondent, seeking for a new 
place to draw idspiration from, hit upon the 
“Onteoras” or “Hills of the Sky,” and

N. Y., as new spots for him to visit. 

Onteoras is the Indian name for the 
Catskill Mountains, and the place is easily 
aceessible by the Boston & Albany RR. to 
Hudson, by steam ferry across the river, 
and narrow guage and Otis Elevating RR. 
to the Summit, passing en-route, up among 
the clefts in the peaks, and by the very 
stone where Rip Van Winkle once slept, 
and where he made a ghostly racket play- 
ing at ninepins with divers villianous un- 
earthly companions o'nights, when he ought 
to have been with his own little wife, snug 
in bed under the shingles, and his litle dog 
Snyder barking outside Here, looking 
down from the Mountain House, 2,250 feet, 
a splendid valley stretching to the Hudson 
River lies at your feet, and ranging from 
the Highlands of Neversink on the south to 
the Green Mountains of Vermont on the 
north, and from these eyries of the eagle to | 
the Berkshire Hills on the east. These 
mountains are peculiar not only for their 
beauty, but for the great advantages they 
possess as pleasure resorts.

Rev. Lawrence W. Slattery. 


The recall by the Bishop of Rev. Law 
rence W. Slattery, ot his transfer from St. 
Charles Catholic church in this city, of 
which he haa been Assistant Pastor about 

| 18 years, war a severe blow to the Parish 
he has served so long and faithfully, and 
deeply regretted by the whole community. 
What rendered the blow still more acutely 
felt waa because no necessity seemed to 
exist for his transfer to another Parish, He 
was very popular with all classes of people 
and sects, for his interest in the posperity of 
Woburn, its advancement in material and 
moral wealth, especially his good work in 
elevating young men to higher standards 
of thinking and living, endeared him to 
everyone and made him hosts of warm, 
substantial friends, 

The first time we remember to have seen 
Fr. Slattery waa at the grand celebration 
held in the Skating Academy on the even- 
ing of Dee, 14, 1885, over the completion 
of the “Woburn Loop” of the Boston & 
Lowell Railroad, at which James Skinner, 
Kaq, President of the Board of Trade, 
presided, and which was attended by a 
greathost of people. The Journat printed 
an elaborate story of the celebration at the 


time. Some of the speakers were Governor 
Robinson of this Commonwealth, W. V. | 
Kellen, Esq., C. 8S. Mellen, General Super- 
intendent of the B. & L. road, now Presi- 
dent of the Northern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, Hon. A. A. Strout of Porttland, 
Attorney for the Company, Hon, John Cum- 
mings, Rev. Lawrence W. Slattery and 
others, and Lion, B. F. Whittemore read a 


poem. In reporting the magnificent affair 
the JournnaL said: 

“The next speaker was Rev. Fr Law- 
rence Slattery of St. Charles church, a| 
young gentleman who has evidently been 
trained to talk on his feet at short notice. 
He is a very interesting speaker, and in the 
brief summary which he gave of the ad- 
vantages to be derived from the completion 
of our new railroad enterprise was atten- 
tively listened to and with evident pleasure.

AT STORKVILLE CENTER. — 


Colonel! Calliper’s Account of a Plant For 
Protection From Mosquitoes, 


“The only plant of the kind I ever 
knew of,’ said Colonel Calliper, 
“was one that was set up some years 
ago in Storkville Center, Vt. There 
was a swatnp about two or three 
miles north of the town that bred 
mosquitoes at least as large as any 
that over and in summer 
when the wind was right they would 
come down on us in swarms, and 
they certainly did give us a good 
deal of trouble. When the wind 
was blowing the other way and 
blowing strong, they never used to 
bother us at all, and this suggested 
the idea of putting up a plant to 
keep a wind blowing in that direc- 
tion all the time, and such a plant 
was finally set up. There was some | 
opposition to it at first-—a good deal, 
in fact—but when it was finally in 
worked so perfectly 


were, 


came practically unenimous. 
“Between the town and the swamp 
and pretty well up toward the 
BWamp Wwe set up along line of poles 
right across the country, extending 
on either side out beyond the line of 
the town, and on these poles there 
was carried, at a height of about 12 
feet from the ground, a perforated 
pipe with the perforations toward 
the swamp, and that’s all there was 
to it but the power, and one steam 
engine at the center of the line sup- 
plied that, furnishing compressed 
air which was forced into the dis 
tributing pipe at various places 
along the line and out through all 
the perforations in front. It was 
like a long sprinkler, except that it 
didn’t sprinkle. It supplied air, and 
all these jets of air, expanding, unit 
ed at a little distance in front of the 
perforations, and, still expanding, 
but yet retaining ample strength, 
they made a continuous and sutti 
ciently vigorous blast reaching from 
the ground to a height higher than 
mosquitoes fly —a wall of wind 
against which mosquitoes could 
muke no headway. One man could 
operate this whole plant easily. 
“Of course, we made 
first, including one that 
might have been expected in the in- 
terest of economy. In those days 
we never used to light our street 
lamps on moonlight nights—that is, 
on nights that were moonlight ae- 
cording to the calendar, They might 
be the cloudiest, blackest nights 
that ever were, but if it was moon- 
officially we didn’t light up, 
mistake at first

We made a similar

to blow the mosquitoes away and 
there was plenty of it, we used to 
save fuel and let the wind plant lie 
idle, but after the wind had changed

On August 21, the Reading Chronicl 
contained an interesting report of a 
reunion of the surviving members of 
Father Kemp's Old Folks Concert Com- 
pany which was greatly in vogue from 
1856 to 1859, and along there, held in 
Masonic Iall, Reading, August 20, 1897. 
It was a happy affair. 

Several Woburn people were members 
of the Company, among them Mr. P. E. 
Bancroft, leader of the Orchestra, who 
is still in his prime, musically and pliysi- 
eally, and conducted the singing at the 
reunion; Mrs. Baneroft; Dr. Eph Cutter; 
the Jate Hlarris Johnson and wife; and 
perhaps others, three of whom, Mr. and

About 
two-thirds of the 75 American delegates 
were women, 

During the five days of work many 
high social functions were given in honor 
of the visitors by the Civil Authorities, 
the Nobility, and the friends of eduea 
tion, and everything was done to make 
their stay one to be long and pleasantly 
remembered, Like hospitalities, on the 
grandest were continued in the 
cities in Bogland and Seotland to which 
the delegates were invited, and iu nearly 


scale, 


all cases they were headed by the 
Mayors and Councils. When at Old 
Piymouth, the chief Naval Station of 
the Island, marked honors were paid 
them. Admiral Freemantle, Commander, 
gave them adelighttul harbor excursion, 


then conducted them all over the Navy 
Yard, the war and school ships; aud 
accompanied by the city authorities, in- 
cluding the Mayor and committees 
chosen for the purpose, they were shown 
tmnany buildings and places of great his- 
toric interest especially to the American 
descendants of the Pilgrims. 


At the old city ot Lineoln too the 
delegates were royally entertained. 
They were received by the Mayor, 


glorious in his official regalia, and = the 
Couneil, decked out as for a state ocena- 
sion, and people, noble and plebeian, 
vied with each other in efforts to make 
the occasion a notable one. Lincoln is 
an old Roman city, having been founded 
as early as A, D. 400, and) Mr. Thomp- 
son and Miss Shaw were greatly inter- 
ested in the sections of old Roman walls 
and roadways built’ nearly 1500 ye; 
ago, Which are still to be seen there, 
and other relics of those ancient days, 

Mr. ‘Thompson and Miss Shaw visited 
old cathedrals, ancient castles, the 
country estates of many of the British 
nobility, seats of learning, including 
Cambridge and Oxford where they were 
warmly received and entertamed by 
the Dons, Librarians, and other places 
and things of interest. 

Che reception of the delegates at 
Edinburg, Glasgow and other cities in 
Seotland was of the most cordial charae- 
ter, They were welcomed by Mayors 
and City Councils, besides which many 
private receptions and banquets were 
given in their honor, with all of whieh 
our Woburn delegates were of course 
delighted. Bright, intelligent and a fine 
conuversationalist, Miss Shaw, we have 


been told, won the hearts of many of 
the noble dames and maidens of Scot- 
land and England, and was equally 
charmed with them and the attentions 


received, They were all captivated with 
Scotland and the hearty Scottish greet 
ings tendered on every hand. 

At Neweastle-on-Tyne, Birmingham,and 
Bradtord the receptions of the delegates 
were equally hearty and = carried out 
with the same form and ceremony that 
characterized them everywhere they 
went. Mr. Thompson and Miss Shaw 
were particularly delighted with rural 
England, with the magnificent country 
homes of the vieh and noble of the 
Island, and their splendid estates, 

But most things reach an end at last. 
[t was the case of the charming visit to 


Great Britain. From London the party, 
or some of them, went over to Paris 
where Mr. Thompson and Miss Shaw 


remained four days and enjoyed every 
moment. The ‘lions’ were all seen, and 
marked attentions were paid them by 
the best’ classes of Parisians, 

But atter all, what afforded Mr, Thomp- 


son the most pleasure, more than the 
public ovations and banquets given by 
Lord Mayors and City Councils to the 


American Librarians, than the elegant 
private receptions by the titled and 
untitled nobility of the Kingdom, or 


the honors paid them by learned Socie- 
ties, Librarians and College folks, was

Eprrorn Journan:—It is a romance of 
realty to become acquainted with the Great 
Lakes and their connections, rivers like the 
St. Clair, the Detroit, and the Niagara 
Dwellers on the Atlantic Coast who have 
as yet to visit such a State as Michigan have 
in reserve much of surprise and delight 
To trace const lines like of the two penin- 
sulas of this State is to find summer resorts 
that vie with those of salt water for attrac 
tion, restfulnesa and enjoyment. 

Take a Montreal boat through the Thou- 
sand Islands of the St. Lawrence to Toronto; 
then another across Lake Ontario to Lewis: 
ton, and you are at Niagara, A boat at 
Buffalo will bring you on to Cleveland, 
whence you can touch at the Putin-Bay 
Islands of Lake Erie, where Perry won his 


laurela, or at Toledo, or northward at De- 
troit, the metropolis of Michigan, Then 
you can start anew for northern waters 
through the Detroit River, Lake St. Clair, 


the River St. Clair, Lake Huron, with ite 
Georgian Bay and ‘Ten Thousand Islands 
and on to the entrance of Lake Michigan, or 
to the Soo at the outlet of Lake Superior;

turesque, panoramic. A litthe below are 
the St. Clair Flats with their scores of 
cottages, club houses and hotels, in a region 
famous for sailing, fishing, gunning and 
summering., Rowboats. sailboats and laan- 
ches come and go like the swallows, king- 
fishers and lake gulls. The August days! 
bring their thousands of tourists, and tired 


nerves and brains find recreation and new 
life. 
Just opposite is Walpole Island, — in 


Canada waters, an Indian reservaiion where 
these descendents of the aborigines have 
their houses, farms, schools, and churches 
They come over in sailboats with their pro

Algonac is one of the oldest towns along 
this inland coast line.

PRESENTIMENTS. 


A NUMBER OF CASES LIKE THAT AT 
THE PARIS FIRE. 


Several Historical Examples of Death Pre- 


figured In the Mind—Retlections of Henri 


de Parville on Manifestations of Telep- 


athy. 


In connection with the strange pre- 
rentiment which the sister of charity 
who was burned to death at the Paris 
bazaar fire had the night before the 
accident, Henri de Parville, in a recent 
paper, recalls a number of such in- 
stunces. The case of the sisterof chari- 
ty Marie Madeline was a strange one, 
She was a woman of singular equable- 
ness of temper, without the slightest 
tendency toward the neurotic, Accord- 
ing to her fellow sisters, the night be- 
fore the disaster she had a dream, or a 
vision, in which she went through the 
agonies of a death by fire, and such was 
the impression it made upon her mind 
that the following day, as she was leav- 
ing for the bazaar, she told the other 
nuns of her presentiment, adding sadly: 
**Parewell, my sisters. I shall never see 
you again.’’ The nuns did what they 
could to reason her out of what they 
thought an unfounded fear, and she left 
the convent. Two hours later she was 
brought back a well nigh unrecogniza- 
ble corpse. 

M. de Parville mentions several his- 
torical examples of death prefigured in 
the mind either of the victim himself 
or of some friend or relative. The most 
famous case is that of Calphurnia, the 
wife of Julius Cwsar, who, in the 
night preceding the assassination, saw 
her husband expire, bleeding, in her 
arms, President Lincoln’s dream the 
night before his murder is well known. 
He saw the White House draped in 
mourning, and, inquiring the cause, 
svas told, ‘‘The president has just been 
shot at the theater.’’ Mrs. Lincoln, to 
whom he related his vision, besought 
him not to go to the play that night, 
but the president scorned what he be- 
lieved to be superstition. 

Berhardi, councilor of the consistory 
at Berlin, a vigorous man of 50 years 
of age, related early in the year 1820 to 
Fichte the younger that he had the 
preceding night dreamed that the leaves | 


of a tree flew toward him and that, hay- | 
ing picked up one, he saw upon it his 
name, followed by these words: ‘*Died 
June 1, 1820."' The incident made 
scarcely any impression upon Berhardi, 
and none at ull upon Fichte, but he re- 
membered it when, going several days 
later to call upon Berhardi, he found 
him dead and learned that he had ex-

Another quasi historical event of this 
kind, which was related in the ‘Mo- 
nistichen Seelenlehre,’’ was the dream of 
Dr. yon Gudden, the physician of Lud- 
wig II of Bavaria, who was drowned 
with his sovereign in the Starnberger 
See. A few days before the departure 
ot the doctor for Hohenuschwangau, 
where he was to attend the king, Dr, 
von Gudden told his wife that he had 
been oppressed all night by a dream ia 
which he struggled with a man under 
the water. His widow informed the 
Anthropological society of Munich of 
the facts some time afterward, 

Perhaps the strangest incident among 
these, however, is one which occurred 
in Brussels, and is told by a Mme. A, 
L. At about 6 o'clock one night, when 
she had just left the table to get a plate, 
forgotten by the servant, and while she 
was leaning toward the dresser where 
the chinaware was kept, she distinctly 
heard her name called and recognized 
the voice of her cousin. She raised her 
head and saw him outside the window 
nod his head and heard him say, 
‘*Good evening, Lulu!’ ‘*Good eyen- 
ing, Wenand,’’ she answered, and, 
turning from the dresser, she ran to 
open the street door. To her surprise no 
one was there, Her father, hearing the 
door opened without haying heard the 
doerbell ring, came out of the dining 
room to see What was going on, ‘'It is 
my cousin,’’ said his daughter, ‘but 
he is trying to tease me, He has hid- 
den.’’ Her father answered gravely: 
“You are mistaken, It is imposstble 
that Wenand should be here,’’ And he 
went on to tell her that her cousin had 
died the previous dauy—a fact which he 
had until then been desirous of keeping 
from her, In telling of the occurrence 
Mme, A. L. adds; ‘I therefore saw a 
person who had been dead for 24 hours, 
I spoke to him and he to me. I was 
neither sad nor ill when I had this yi- 
sion, I suspected nothing, andI had not 
the shadow of ua fever.’’

AN INCIDENT IN A CAMPAIGN AGAINST 
SENATOR MILLS. 


A Speech of One Sentence That Served as 
an Answer to Wholesale Attacks A 
Timely Bit of Advice From the Out- 
akirts of the Crowd, 


Just at the aeme of his fame Roger 
Quarles Mills of Texas came near being 
swept back into private life by a raging 
flood of prohibition sentiment in his 
district, which was then the center of 
that emotional movement in Texas. 
One bold speech saved Mills, It was | 
made at Waco, under circumstances 
very much like those in the Breckin 
ridge case—that is to say, the women 
had thrown themselves into the fight | 
against Mills because he would not 
agree to their notion that the rum power 
should be paralyzed at one fell swoop, 
Hundreds of them had organized them- 
selves into bands and had gone all 
through the district threatening and 
cajoling the men. Their able coadjutors, 
the preachers, had proclaimed against 
Mills from their pulpits, and this had 
aroused a religious frenzy against him. 
Services of prayer and shouting were 
held in the streets and in the woods, | 
and the Great Jehovah was appealed to 
to puta stop to the public career of 
Mills, 

The opposition was led by the Rev. 
J. R. Crantill, a Baptist minister of 
considerable renown and a campaign 
orator of great power. He was the idol 
not only of the Baptists, who were nu- 
merous and influential in the district, | 
but also of the entire religious element, 
who were waging a war of extermina- 
tion on the demon rum, In all of his 
speeches Dr, Cranfill was terribly abus- 
ive of Mills. His vituperation was as 
bitter as that which New England 
preachers used to apply to Thomas | 
Jefferson because of his supposed athe- | 
ism. 

Mills had gone through the campaign 
without returning Cranfill’s abuse. In 
fact, be had scarcely referred to him in 
any Way at all. This led to the belief 
in the circles of the opposition that the 
leader of the tariff reform hosts in con- 
gress was afraid of the preacher. | 

A coward can succeed at nothing in 
Texas. While Texans are not as blood- 
thirsty as they have the reputation of 
being, yet they prize courage above all 
other traits. Not until the campaign 
was nearly over did Mills come to real- 
ize the absolute necessity of meeting 
Dr. Crantill with his own weapons of 
abuse. The last big Democratic rally 
was held at Waco just a few days before 
the election, AJ] the railroads ran ex- 
cursion trains into the bustling little 
city that day, and thousands of people 
from all parts of the big state took ad- 
vantage of the low rates to hear Mills’ 
closing speech. The Prohibition visitors 
were as numerous as the Democrats. 

Waco was the home of Dr. Cranfill, 
and everybody entertained the secret 
hope that he would challenge Mills for | 
a joint discussion. Sure enough this was 
arranged after Mills reached the city. | 
The congressman made the first speech. 
He made no reference to Dr, Cranfill’s

The doctor followed, and from 
the opening sentence turned loose an 
avalanche of vituperation which would 
have destroyed a less strong man than 
Mills.

Mills looked about him for a ininute 
or two while the people were getting 
seated, Cranfill glared at him viciously. 
The suspense was terrible. The con 
gressman continued to view his audi- 
ence in silence. 

“Give him h—1l, Mills!’’ screamed 
a Democrat from the outer fringe of the 
crowd who had not yet lost hope. 

Mills craned his neck in an effort to 
see who it was that had given him the 
advice. Then he turned toward Dr, 
Cranfill, He gazed pityingly on the 
preacher for a second, und then his 
White face flushed, Moving up close to 
the chair occupied by Crantill, he point- 
ed a long, bony finger at his traducer, 
and turning again toward the audience 
he hissed between his teeth: 

‘*Hell is so full of such preachers as 
this wan that their feet are sticking out 
of the windows.”’ 

That was all he said, He didn’t get a 
chance to say anything else that day 
from the rostrum, The air rung with a 
thighty shout for nearly a half hour, 
Mills tried to quiet the frenzied people, 
but the more he waved his arms at them 
(he Jonder they shouted, Finally a 
crowd surrounded the stand and carried 
him away. He won the fight, and he 
would have lost it if he had not made 
that short closings speech.—J. J. Dick- 
inson in St. Louis Republic.

How the Russians Celebrate the Featival 
of Radon!taa, 

In St. Thomas’ week, which follows 
next after Master week, the Russians 
celebrate a curious festival known by 
the name of Radonitsa, of which the 
chief rite consists in picnicking on the 
tombs of their dead relatives, The Bul 
parians are said to have the samo cus- 
tom. 

On the day of this feast the main 
youds of Vasily island, in St. Peters- 
burg, are filled with people of the mid- 
dle and lower classes crowding in tram 
cars, in cabs and afoot toward the Smo- 
lensk cemetery. The crowd consists 
chiefly of women and children, Tho 
only reason for this is that the men are 
for the most part too busy to join them.

| houses have multiplied, and 


MUSIC STANDS. 


Made In Great Variety For the Use of 
Professional and of Amateur Musicians, 


The pocket music stand is a very 


simple and at the same time very in- 
fenious contrivance, formed of thin 
strips of wood joined together, which 


fold up into the bulk of a block six 
inches in length by about an inch 
aquare, In this form it ean be carried 
in the pocket as easily as a folded two 
foot rule. When opened out, it makes a 
desk, as the top part of a music stand 
ia called, supported by a brace at the 
back. It has no standard. It is intend- 
ed to be placed upon a table or on a 
chair, on the shelf or wherever it may 
be convenient for the player 

Volding portable music stands which 
aru complete and adjustable as to 
height are made of iron und of steel 
in 12 or 16 different styles and in vari- 
ous kinds of finish, japan, nickel plate 
and bronze. The folding portable music 
atand is very light, and it folds into a 
space of 18 or 20 inches in length and 
about an inch in diameter, It is carried 


} in a round leather case which in dimen- 


sions is a little longer but much slen- 
derer than a music roll. Or the portable 
folding stand may be carried in trunk 
or valise or traveling bag. Music stands 
of this kind are sold in considerable 
numbers for use in homes, but they are 
used most commonly by professional 
musicians in traveling and on picnics, 
excursions, lawn parties, house festivi- 
ties and the various occasions where 
music is required, but where no music 
stands are provided, Portable music 
stands are an article of large and steady 
sale. Thousands of them are sold an- 
nually 

The orchestra music stand is familiar 
It has a desk of ample proportions. 
Formerly it was lighted by a gas jet 
under a tin shade. Now it is more com- 
monly lighted by an incandescent elec: 
tric light attached to the desk, the bulb 
being shaded by a little pear shaped re- 
flector, which throws the light down 
upon the music page, The orchestra 
music stand ismovable. It is, of course, 
adjustable as to the height of the desk, 
and it is made with a pretty wide ledge

Last Fight In the Coliseam, 

Ina fragment of a mediwval diary, 
the authorship of which is generally at 
tributed to Ludovico Boneconte Mon- 
aldeschi da Orvieto, there is a deserip 
tion of a preat bullfight given in the 
Coliseum on the 8d day of Septem- 
ber, 1382. It appears that the arena 
was still free from any accumulation of 
soil, although the marble seats and the 
marble decorations had already been 
taken away, The seats were replaced, 
therefore, with red cloth. Monaldes- 
chi’s account of this last vision of ath- 
letic sports, of this ephemeral revival 
of classic games, the last of which had 
taken place 800 years before, is so graph- 
io and so full of details characteristic 
of the age that it may please the reader 
to know somewhat of them. 

The seats had been divided into four 
sections. The first section was occupied 
by the noble ladies of the Ponte and 
Parione, led by the beautiful Savelle 
Orsini; by those of Trastevere, led by 
Tacopella de Vico, and by those of the 
Monti and Campitelli, led by two of 
the Colonnas. The noblemen sat in the 
next compartment, Women and men of 
the middle and lower classes occupied 
the third and fourth sections. The brave 
young men, the pick of the Roman and 
Italian aristocracy, who were to con- 
front the wild bulls were remarkable 
for the variety of the colors they wore 
and for the mottoes engraved on their 
helmets. The gallant band of youths 
was not very successful on that da;. 
When the fight came to an end for war? 
of more champions, 18 of them were 
lying dead inthe arena and 11 were 
dangerously wounded, while only 11 
bulls had been killed. The dead heroes 
were carried off in triumphal procession 
to St. John of Lateran, followed by the 
whole crowd of spectators.—Atlantie 
Monthly.

WEEDS GOOD TO EAT, 


EXCELLENT FOOD PLANTS THAT HAVE 
BEEN LEFT FOR THE BEASTS. 


Charlock, Dandelion, 


It Wasn't So Long 


Among These Are 
Dock and Pokeweed 
Ago That 


Were Thought to Be Poisonous, 


The department of agriculture be- 
lieves that in the plant life of this cen- 
tinent may be found many additions to 
our dietary. Frederick V. Coville, bot- 
anist of the department, has spent con- 
siderable effort in examining many of 
the plants now classed as weeds which 
are capable of sustaining vitality in 
man. He takes the position that a 
‘*wider use of green vegetables in the 
dietaries of most people, particularly 
those with healthy digestions, would 
be a marked benefit.’”’ 

Chemistry bas demonstrated largely 
the substances which the human systern 
needs, and Botanist Coville finds the 
essentials present in a great many 
plants, some of which are nowhere con- 
sidered as effective food for man and 
some of which have only a local use as 
buman food. 

Mr. Coville points out that wild 
herbivorous animals feed on the fats 
and carbohydrates stored up in plant 
seeds in the fall, They fatten on this 
diet and gather in bodily fuel for the 
winter. Having exhausted their supply 
of fat by spring, they make green herb- 
age their principal food. This renews 
their muscular vigor and vitality. This 
dietary system prevails among savage 
peoples and is largely followed by the 
Indians of the western states. Man’s 
fond has grown more artificial with the 
advance of civilization, until, as 
anist Coville says, ‘‘foods ure now se- 
lected more by custom than by in- 
stinct.’’ The European races are more 
given to eating salads and boiled green 
vegetables than the people of the United 
States are. The greater part of the 
plant food consumed by Americans is 
made up of seeds, roots and tubers, It 
is because of this that the people of this 
country are bilious, 

The first weed which Botanist Coville 
would have us eat is charlock, This 
plant grows as a weed from New Eng- 
land to the Pacific coast and is consid- 
ered a troublesome weed in the wheat 
districts of Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
North Dakota. It is closely related to 
black mustard, another familiar weed. 
Charlock is known in New York state 
as “‘wild mustard’’ and is considered 
poisonous. Charlock was a common pot 
herb in northern Europe centuries ago, 
but it has not been recognized as food 
for man in the new world. 

The leaves of the chicory plant are 
also good to eat and in some neighbor- 
hoocs are thus utilized. It occurs ag a 
weed 12 the Atlantic and Pacific states 
and here and there in the interior, Its 
leaves grow in the form of a rosette, 
after the fashion of the dandelion. Yel- 
low rocket is a weed common through- 
out the eastern states Which man might 
eat. Itis closely allied to the winter 
cress, Which is used as a winter salad 
and pot herb in Washington and Balti- 
more. 

The dandelion is a weed which has 
already gained considerable favor as a 
food in the United States, though it is 
not grown for market. It is very com- 
mon throughout the United States, ex 
cept in the extreme south and west of 
the great plains, though it has rooted 
itself in certain parts of Washington 
and California. The truckers around 
Paris have been cultivating the dande 
lion for many years with good results 
and have developed several horticul- 
tural varieties. There it is used largely 
as a salad, the plants being eaten green 
or blanched. 

The department of agriculture calls 
especial attention to the dock, two spe- 
cies of which, the broud leafed and the 
curled, occur a8 common weeds in 
meadows, pastures and cultivated flelds. 
Several species of dock are used widely 
as # pot herb in Europe, Dock was used 
extensively by two tribes of American 
Indians, the Pimas and the Maricopaa, 
Dock grows in the arid regions of Ari- 
zona, New Mexico and Texas, where suc- 
culent vegetation is rare, 

Lamb's quarters, or pigweed, or goose- 
foot, is a weed which belongs to the 
same plant family as the beet and spin- 
ach and ought to be used asa table 
vegetable, It is cultivated in Europe 
aud is very common throughout the 
Duited States, 

Marsh marigold, or ‘‘cowslip,’’ i# a 
native plant of North America, It 
grows in swamp land all oye: the north- 
ern part of the United States and Brit- 
ish America, It has a loca! use as a pot 
herb, but its value in this respect is not 
generally appreciated. Pigweed occurs 
in many fields all over this country, 
but the average American does not 
know its value as a food plant, It is 
eaten by the Indians of the southwest 
and by the people of Mexico, In some 
parts of California it is cultivated by 
the Chinese, 

Pokeweed is used locally in some 
parts of the south, but its more general 
use would be gratifying to the economic 
botanists of the department of agricul- 
ture. Tho French people haye intro- 


duced this plant into their country and

esteem it highly. 

The department thinks it probable 
that common nettle, milkweed and 
round loafed mallow will come to be re 


garded as good food, 

The suggestions made by the depart 
ment may be offensive to some people; 
but, then, it wasn't so very long ago 
when the tomato, or “love apple, '’ was 
thonght to be poisonous, when the cu 
cumber was looked upon as a fatal dose 
and when people of the north were pre} 
ndiced against the banana.—Washing 
ton ‘Times, 


TRIED TO INSURE GUITEAU. 


A Joke That Helped to Kill Deathbed In- 
surance In Pennsylvania. 


The following is the story of the 
pretended effort to insure Guiteau’s 
life. The scheme was conceived by 
two young lawyers, and, although 
they began it as a joke, there were 
many who took it seriously. One 
of its results was to help to kill 
“deathbed insurance” in the eastern 
part of the United States. 

Garfield was shot in July, 1881, 
and the trial of the assassin began 
in November, 1881, and ended with 
a verdict of guilty on Jan, 25, 1882. 
Guiteau was hanged on June 380, 
1882. At this time the deathbed in 
surance craze was at high water 
mark, many of the companies tak- 
ing all kinds of risks. One evening 
in February, 1882, two young attor 
neys here were talking of Guiteau, 
for whom an application for a new 
trial had just been made. One of 


the attorneys suggested that they | 


attempt to insure Guiteau’s life, as 
a means of bringing ridicule on the 
“graveyard companies,’ They talk- 
ed of itto aresident of Reading who 
at that time held a political office in 
Washington. 

He entered into the joke and 
thought he could arrange the Wash- 


to Washington, the Berks county 
politician told a newspaper man 
there of the business of the insur 
ance companies in Reading, and also 
of the scheme of insuring Guiteau. 
Meanwhile, the attorneys 
written application for $100,000 in- 
surance on Guiteuu’s life. The ap- 
plication nearly got the jokers into 
trouble. Among the many life in- 
surance concerns in Reading at the 
time was one that did not prop- 
erly come under the designation of 
adeathbed company. By accident a 
blank of this particular company 
was filled out in due form and for- 
warded to the Washington newsp.- 
per man. His part was to take it to 
Guiteau and try to secure his signa- 
ture. 

The reporter visited Guiteau and 
told him that a firm of insurance 
agents in Reading, thinking that he 
might secure a new trial and even- 


tually escape the gallows, considered | 


him a good risk and wanted to in- 
sure him for $100,000, The reporter 
gave Guiteau to understand that 
neither he nor his friends would 


have to pay any of the assessments; | 


that would be attended to in Read- 


ing. Guiteuwu was also told that the 
agents would make it worth his 
while to sign the application, <Al- 


though no figures were mentioned, 
he was left under the impression 
that his heirs might expect $25,000 
should he beexecuted. Guiteau lis- 
tened to the scheme and then smiled. 
He knew the newspaper man, and 
told him he thought the entire mat 
ter a joke. Tho reporter knew it 
was, but did not say so. Guiteuu 
declined to sign then.

FOR A SECOND TERM. 


Mayor John P. Feeney will be a 
candidate for reelection next December. 
This is by authority. Sentiment has 
been drifting that way all summer, but 
it was only after a full, free and candid 
exchange of views between prominent 
political friends that his candidacy was 
finally determined on. Any other con- 
clusion would have been the height of 
unwisdom., 

Mayor Feeney will go before the 
people and ask their support on his 
public record this year. His friends 
think it will be a winning card. Es- 
pecial stress will be laid on his success- 
ful husbanding of the city’s finances 
during his administration, He will 
prove, so his friends say, that while 
the city borrowed nearly $55,000 last 
year, a large share of which was ex- 
pended on the highways with but very 
little to show for it, this year less thao 
one-quarter of that amount has been 
borrowed, a considerable part of which 
went to pay debts contracted in 1896, 
and but for those debts and some heavy 
Court judgments no loans would have 
been necessary. He will point too to 
his veto of orders for the needless ex- 
penditure of money, to his headiug off 
of raids on the treasury in behalf of 
‘sjobs,”’ and to the unusually economic 
manner in which the funds of the city 
have been handled. He will also show 


that the slight increase in (ax rates 
was inevitable under tho circum- 
stances. 


These are the chief planks of the 
platform on which Mayor Feeney will 


stand and appeal to the people for a} 


reelection this full. His friends pro- 
fess to feel sanguine of his success 
They claim that the voters, especially 
the property owners and tax payers,

HOW GUOD COFFEE IS MADE. 


Methods In at New Vork 
Hotels and Reatauranta, 


If there is one particular branch 
of the culinary art in which the av- 
erage housewife prides herself, it is 
in her ability to make good coffee, 
As far as compounding the favorite 
breakfast is concerned, 
she nine times out 
delude herself, but 
Who is the least bit of 
and he will tell you 
Woman in 100 can 
dinner colfeo that fit to drink. 
The coffee that is set: before him at 
the family table is as different from 
the clear, brown black stimulating 
liquid that is served in the clubs, 
restaurants and big, hotels as is wa- 
ter from wine, He wonders why 
this should be; but, were he to pay 
a visit to the precincts sucred to the 
etewards our large hotels and 
there learn just how much time, 
care and money are devoted to the 
preparation of this one concomitant 
of a well served dinner, his respect 
for the housewife’s efforts would 
probably increase, while his enjoy- 
ment of the postprandial nectar 
would doubtless be augmented, 

One of the most important officials 
in every large hotel and restaurant 
in the city is known as the ‘‘coffee 
man.’’ His sole duty consists in 
buying, blending and making the 
gallons of coffee that are consumed 
daily by the guests. He is very apt 
to have pronounced ideas regarding 
blends and mixtures, but his fad par 
excellence is the particular kind of 
coffeepot or urn to be used in con 
cocting the beverage. 

The views of the Waldorf coffee 
man differ from those of the super 
intendent of the Imperial, At the 
Fifth Avenue another blend and an- 
other mode of compounding are 
adopted, while at the Arena the 
method of coffee making is peculiar- 
ly their own, At the Waldorf the 
blend fayored for breakfast coffee is 
two-thirds of a pound of Mocha to 
one-third of Java. The Waldorf cof- 
fee man dees not favor coffee that is 
finely ground, but soaks it in cold 
water fora full hour before it is put 
in the large sieves of the countless 
huge silver urns of the establish- 
ment. For breakfast he uses about 
a pound of coffee to 5 quarts of wa 
ter. This is poured through the sieve 
and strainers, Which are arranged in 
the urns in the regulation French 
coffeepot fashion, four times. The 
result is a clear, amber colored liq 
uid of excellent flavor and strength. 

For the after dinner coffee he pre- 
fers a blend that is composed of 
rather more Java than Mocha, and 
but 4 quarts of water are allowed to 
the pound. ‘The process of making 
is the same. 

At the Arena coffee is made on 
the tables in Viennese coffeepots by 
what known the steaming 
process. There the mixture consists 
of equal parts of Mocha and Java. 
About an ounce allowed to each 
individual pot. The pots themselves 
are quaint looking affairs of ham- 
mered porcelain lined and 
with tops. Underneath 
swung asmall spirit lamp. In the 
body of the pot is placed a sufficient 
quantity of cold water, while the al 
lotted ounce of Mocha and Java is 
put, perfectly dry and very finely 
ground, in the glass top.

Expansion of Rails, 

Some years ago, before railroad 
Ouilding had reached its present 
tcientific basis, a train on the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy road, 
Which was running at what was at 
that time a very high rate of speed, 
met with a most unusual accident. 
It was an intensely hot day in Au- 
gust. Those who are acquainted 
with that country are willing to ad 
mit that the degree of heat some- 
times experienced in that region is 
little short of the boiling pitch. The 
rails were heated, and as the heavy 
train passed over them they seemed 
to almost give way under the 
weight. Suddenly the engineer saw 
the track ahead of him rise from 
the roadbed, swing out of line, then 
slowly settle down on the level 
prairie in an almost perfect curve. 
The ties and rails were not discon- 
nected, but seemed merely to have 
lifted themselves up to fall in a 
more comfortable position. The 
train was stopped, and after a thor- 
ough examination it was deemed 
safe enough for the train to pass 
over, Which it did, moving very 
slowly and cautiously. Experts vis- 
ited the place as soon as possible 
and declared that the incident was 
due to the expansion of the rails. 
Their ends touched, i ud, there be- 
ing no room for lengiliwise exten- 
sion, they had no choice but to lift 
themselves and form a curve. It is 
probable that the jarring of the 
train assisted in this matter, the vi- 
brations possibly starting the side- 
Wise movement. At all events it 
was a most peculiar and interesting 
incident. —New York Ledger.

| their feathered coat. It cleanses | 
them and frees them from their | 
mortal enemy, the lice. One would | 
suppose that hen lice were very 
| clean themselves, since they have 
such a dread of dirt, and it is true | 
they cannot exist where dirt or dust 
abounds, The dust bath is therefore 
very necessary for the health and | 
happiness of your fowls. It should 
be placed where the sun can shine | 
into it.

MEETING OF THE CHARTER 
COMMITTEE. 

Hon, George F. Beau, Chairman of 


the association of gentlemen appointed 
to prepare a new charter for the c ity ol 
Woburn, still in legal existence ‘and 
known as The Charter Committee,” 
has called a meeting of the same to be 
held this evening at Board of Trade 
Rooms, to consider « proposition sub- 
mitted to them by the Republican Ward 
and City Committee to place in their 
hands the power to make all nomina- 
tions for city officers, coupled with a 
request for favorable action on the 
same. Itis to be hoped that every 
member member will be present. 

Ata recent meeting the Republican 
Vard and City Committee, desirous of 
breaking down and obliterating party 
lives in our municipal elections, and 
yielding to the demand of property 
holders and substantial classes for non- 
partisan administrations, by a unani- 
mous vote, decided to turn over into 
the hands of the Charter Committee 
their right to make nomiuations for 
city officers, which action was duly 
reported to Chairman Bean with a re- 
quest to submit the same to his Com- 
mittee and a hope that his Committee 
would accept the trust in good faith 
und act accordingly. They went so 
far as to delegate their power in the 
matter of nominating the Ward Alder- 
men. 

The meeting this evening has been 
called to consider the Republican propo- 
sition. It is the first move towards a 
genuinely honest citizens organization 
for municipal reform that has ever been 
made here with the least prospect ol 
success, and our hope is that it will be 
favorably considered by the Charter 
Committee. We trust they will accept 
the responsibility, for if they do, con- 
sidering the composition of the Com 
mittee, their interest in good local gov- 
ernment, and their regard for the wel- 
fare of the city, they will give us a 
ticket that canuot be beaten at the polls 
next December. It is an opportunity 
to inaugurate a new and better system 
of city elections which if allowed to go 
unimproved may uot be presented again 
for years to come.

Sweet Cider. 


As the cider season is 
the following timely words from 
Union Signal, may help some one. 
Surt., W. OG. T. U. 

Sweet cider is a 
than is generally supposed. in 
very great part of that 
by that name is not sweet cider. 

Most cider is made from apples which 
have been blown upon the ground, and 
have lain rotting for several days. We 
all know that the presence of rotten 
apples very much hastens the process of 
decay among the good ones. Now, fer- 
mentation is decay. There is no alcohol 
in rotten apples, because the liquid is 
not confined, and some of the materials 
necessary to the making of aleohol 
escape. But the presence of decayed 
fruit in the cider will hasten the process 
of fermentation. Scientists tell us that 
alcohol is found in cider within twenty- 
four hours of the time when it is made, 


much scarcer 


and ina less time when the cider is 
made of partially decayed fruit. Thus 
we see that some cider contains alcohol 


when it is first made, and that all cider 
ferments so rapidly that it contains 
alcohol within a few hours. 

In the second place, by nearly all per- 
sons, new cider is called sweet for about 
three days after the fruit is pressed, by 
many fora longer period. We know 
that it contains considerable quantities 
of alcohol within three days. There is 
thus a narrow margin for the correct 
application of the 


name, and avery 
broad one, in which it ventures upon 
the domain of a most deceitful and in- 


sidious poison. 
Cider undergoes a change so stealthily 
that ordinary persons do not easily 
detect it. No one would venture upon 
drinking a glass of milk which might o1 
might not contain strychnine; it would 
be well indeed if all would avoid as 
carefully a drink which may or may not 
contain a more treacherous enemy. 

This indetiniteness in the application 
of the name is every year mustering to 
the ranks of drinkers thousands ot the 
best of American manhood. If “sweet” 
cider may be drunk at home why not 
abroad? If there is no danger connected 
with drinking it from the barrel which 
stands in father’s orchard, surely there 


is none connected with accepting that 
which is given or sold abroad? Right 
here is a special danger from the fact 


that once 
are dealing 
quantity.

you begin to buy cider you 
with an entirely unknown 


deliberately set them- 
selves to. learn to love intoxicating 
drinks. The fruity taste of the cider 
covers the taste of aleohol but does not 
protect from its effects. Slowly or 
rapidly, but surely, the use of “sweet” 
cider leads to the desire for stronger 
drinks, and thousands thus cultivate an 


appetite for liquor who would never 
enter a saloon; and Deacon So-and-so 
who keeps cider made from his own 


apples is ® greater menace to temper- 
ance than tippling Mike who lies in the 
diteh, 

He who knows the danger of the first 
approach of the most terrible of foes, 
who sees through its thousand masks, 
who has seen the fall of innocent youth 
and of strong, glorious manhood, who 


knows how, little by little the tyrant

HAS BYRON’S SWORD. 


A CHICAGO LADY WHO ENJOYS THIS 
PROUD DISTINCTION. 


How It Came to Hang With Two Others 


In Her Dining Room—The Great Poet's 
Interest In the Cause of Greece—Grief 


at His Untimely Death. 


Between the windows of a pleasant 
Chicago dining room bang three crossed 
tveapons. Worthy companion blades are 
these, each drawn in the cause of free- 
dom—two by plain Maine Yankees and 
one by an English peer. They and her 
father’s portrait are the most cherished 
possessions of a gentle, white haired 
widow. They are the precious relics she 
strained every nerve to save on that Oc- 
tober day a quarter of a century back 
when she saw her home and her hus- 
band’s business and the whole great 
city go up in flame. 

One weapon is a yataghan gallantly 
wielded by her father in the war for 
Grecian independence; another is a 
plain United States army saber, worn 
by her husband in our own civil war; 
the third was carried by a more illus- 
trious and a more unhappy though no 
braver soldier, George Gordon Noel 
Byron, sixth Lord Byron of Rochdale 
and greatest poet of his age. 

This one has an embossed silver scab 
bard, a Damascus blade with a golden 
sentence in Arabic engraved upon it, 
which it chances has never been trans- 
lated. It may be something quite com- 
monplace—'' Great is Allah,and Moham- 
med is his prophet’’—or perhaps the 
mere name of the maker. Still it never 
has been translated and adds one more 
element of romance to the coronet and 
the initial B upon the hilt. 

Byron, every one knows, 
lived to draw that sword himself for 
Greece, though he threw himself into 
her quarrel full of military ardor, 
though he gave her his fortune, his 
mighty name and in the end his life 
As his friend Trelawney wrathfully 
puts it, he was induced to stick for 
three months at Missolonghi, ‘‘that 
mud bank, shunt in by a circle of stag- 
nant pools which might be called the 
belt of death.”’ 

Here he raised loans, drilled troops, 
negotiated the release of prisoners, la- 
bored to reconcile the various Greek 
factions, faithfully performed all the less 
showy parts of war, till fever clutched 
him, and suddenly the news of his death 
shocked Europe. It was the extinctica 
of a luminary at the zenith. It was the 
useless sacrifice of a splendid genius in 
the prime of fame and of manhood. 
Scott said it seemed as if the world had 
come to an end. No man but Napoleon 
ever filled such a place in the thoughts 
of his contemporaries. 

About the time that indignant Tre- 
lawney beside the miserable bier of his 
friend was gathering up his last letters 
the profile of his daughter Ada, *‘ with 
other tokens that the pilgrim had most 
cherished scattered on the floor,’’ an 
American yolunteer was preparing, to 
join the Greek forces, Shortly after his 
death Jonathan Peckham Miller of 
Montpelicr came inquiring his way to 
Byron's house at Missolonghi, now used 
as a meeting place for the government 
of western Greece. He had served two 
years in the United States army and 
was almost immediately given the rank 
of colonel on the staff of George Jarvis, 
a New Yorker who had command of 
Lord Byron's brigade, There were other 
Americans fighting the Turks. Indeed 
foreigners of all kinds were scattered 
through the ranks, Trelawney, his fel- 
low countryman, Colonel Gordon; Colo- 
nel Fabvier, the gallant Frenchman, and 
Dr. Mayer, the Swiss, who kept a valu 
able journal of the siege of Missolonghi, 
were but a few of the many bold ad 
venturers. Colonel Miller served to the 
end of the war with an intrepidity that 
won him the nickname of the ‘* Ameri 
can daredeyil.’’ Many exploits of his 
are narrated, but no man who weut 
through the famous siege of Missolonghi 
noeds a certificate of courage. 

Colonel Miller secured the sword at 
an auction of the effects of a young 
Greek captain to whom Byron had pre: 
sented it shortly before his death. 

Colonel Miller lent the sword and 
some valuable costumes to one Castinos, 
an errant Greek lecturer, His lecture 
tour over, Castinos sailed back to his 
own country without troubling himself 
to return these borrowings. All trace 
of them was lost, and one would sup 
pose America had seen the last of 
Byrou's sword. 

Colonel Miller's daughter was but a 
child at this time. She grew up, was 


married ta Abijah, Keith and took up 


as never 


ner residence in Chicago. m 1858, Tong 
after her father’s death, she was travel 
ing with ber husband in Greece, being 
everywhere well received out of respect 
for his memory, and the desire to get 
back the sword he had valued so highly 
grew upon her, One day in the Mediter 
ranean boat she was led to speak about 
it to a Greek fellow traveler, It seemed 
an absurd and useless thing to ask him 
if he chanced to know a Greek named 
Christopher Plato Castinos. 

“Absurd or not,’’ said he, ‘l know 
the man. Heis keeping school in the 
island of Syro.”’ 

To Syro accordingly the travelers 
proceeded. Here the American consul 
proved to be Mr. Evangelides, the adopt- 
ed brother of Julia Ward Howe He 
stood ready to do anything in his power 
for friends of Dr. Howe, Castinos was 
seen and made no difficulty about re 
turning the prize, with humble sapolo- 
gies. In Athens Dr, Russ anc George
